Ten cars have been added to 
Operation Levittown" trains this 
morning to accommodate a com­ 
muter increase as a result of the 
PTC strike in Philadelphia. 
A total of 39 cars have been 
added to all six lines of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad from su­ 
burban Phildelphia. 


The new cars passing through 
Levittown wil' accommodate 1,500 
passengers, including standees. 


Increase Since Strike 


Railroad officials have reported 
a tremendous increase in passeng­ 
ers since the PTC strike, soaring 
over IO per cent at some stations, 
according to unoffical figures.

A Bristol man, charged with criminally assaulting 
and robbing a 21-year-old Levittown mother in her 
home yesterday afternoon, is being questioned today 
by borough police about the brutal sex murder of nine- 
year-old Carol Ann Dougherty. 


William R. Fenton, 33, a former 
Levittown taxicab driver with a 
previous sex and crime record in 
three municipalities, was arrested 
by Bristol Township detectives at 
8 o’clock last night—less than six 
hours after he allegedly entered 
a home through a ruse and 
sadistically molested the woman 
while she was bound for some 
90 minutes. 
Out On Probation 


The suspect, out on probation 
after being convicted of a previous 
sex attack in Levittown last No­ 
vember, is being held without bail 
on charges of rape, robbery, burg­ 
lary, sodomy, aggravated assault 
and battery and assault with 
intent to ravish. 


Fenton, after being positively 
identified in a police lineup by 
his victim and two women neigh­ 
bors, was arraigned before Jus­ 
tice of the Peace Joseph M. 
Haines, Edgely, shortly before 
I a.m. today. He is in the Bristol 
Borough lockup, pending a further 
hearing this week before Haines. 
Questioned About Murder 


Bristol Police Chief Vincent 
Faragalli said that Fenton, who 
had been questioned several weeks 
ago about the Dougherty murder 
is being grilled at length today 
about the Oct. 22 slaying of the 
Landreth Manor girl in the choir 
loft of St. Mark's Church on Rad­ 
cliffe St. 


Bristol Township police first 
learned of yesterday’s attack-rob- 
bery at 2:27 p.m. when the wom­ 
an. whose name is being with­ 
held by the Courier-Times, tele­ 
phoned and said she had been 
“raped and robbed.” 


Detective Sgt. Wallace B. Midi* 
ener, Detectives Charles Haines 
and Edward Ellison, Chief John 
R. Stewart and several uniformed 
men immediately went to the 
home in Levittown* Stonybook 
section. While the detectives spoke 
to the young housewife, other po­ 
lice officers scoured the neighbor­ 
hood and questioned scores ct 
persons. 


Expecting Repairman 


The woman, who told police she 
and her husband and their two- 
year-old son had moved into their 
Levittown home on Monday, said 
the man knocked on her door at 
12:30 p.m. She said at the time 
she was expecting an oil burner 
repairman. 


Upon opening the door, the man 
asked her if he could use her 
bathroom. "I've been here be­ 
fore,” he reportedly told her. 


Apparently enraged when the 
woman denied his entrance, the 
man forced his way into the home

Fenton Had 


Other Scrapes 


With The Law 


William R. Fenton, 33-year-old 
Bristol man who was arrested 
last night as the suspected at­ 
tacker of a young mother in her 
Levittown home, has had pre­ 
vious scrapes with the law in re­ 
cent months. 


On Aug. 15. 1962, Fenton was 
arrested by Falls Township po­ 
lice after a woman from Levit­ 
town^ Wildwood section said that 
she had been criminally assault­ 
ed by him in her home. 


The woman testified in Bucks 
County Court that Fenton, a for­ 
mer cab driver who was living 
at 132 Pinewood Drive, Levittown. 
at the time, threatened her with 
a butcher knife and forced her 
to have relations with him. 


Fenton told the court that the 
woman had hailed his cab in the 
Levittown Shopping Center and 
after driving her to her home, he 
said she invited him to come in 
to have a highball. 


Placed On Probation 


A jury, on Nov. 30, convicted 
Fenton of solicitation to commit 
sodomy. Judge Edwin H. Salter- 
thwaite ordered him to pay a $50 
fine and court costs of $212. The 
jurist also placed Fenton on a 
year's probation, instructing him 
to undergo psychiatric examina­ 
tion. 


He had originally been charged 
with rape and assault and bat­ 
tery after being arraigned before 
Justice of the Peace John Melvin, 
Falisington. but was found n o t 
guilty on the two counts by the 
jury if lo women and two men. 
On Jan. 3, Fenton was charged 
with larceny and released in $500 
bail by Justice of the Peace 
James V. Parte, Tullytown Bor­ 
ough, upon a complaint made by 
a woman with whom Fenton was 
reportedly living with at the Pine­ 
wood Drive address. The woman 
told the JP that Fenton had stolen 
some money from her. 
Originally from MI. Airy, Pa., 
police said Fenton later moved 
to a West Oak Ave. address in 
Philadelphia before coming to 
Lower Bucks. He has lived at 
the Beaver St. address for about 
a year.

Scranton rose at 7:15 a m. at 
the Harrisburg Hotel where he 
has been staying. He showered 
and breakfasted — orange juice,

But the chiel executive and his 
family will retain their home in 
the Georgetown section of Wash­ 
ington until the end of the cur­ 
rent school term.

children today or tomorrow. 
Rose Sanko, of Uniontown, who 
served as Scranton’s personal sec­ 
retary while he was in Washing­ 
ton. will retain that clition here. 
She will have as assistants Gret- 
chen Zeidler ami Betty Grill, both 
of Scranton. 
Scranton will be deprived — at 
least temporarily — of the serv­ 
ices of four men he had sought 
as department heads because Sen­ 
ate Democrats Tuesday refused 
to confirm their appointments.

The prospect of imminent 
clear attack is enough to boggle 
the mind of the average {mon. 
Everyone knows that the fate­ 
ful warning, signalling the most 
terrifying event in human his­ 
tory, may come at any time. It 
is a possibility Americans have 
lived with since Russia developed 
the bomb more than a 


lf attack should ever come, 
only IO per cent of the Lower 
Bucks population could be given 
really adequate fallout protection, 
according to county CD officials. 
Shellers Net Ready 
Not even that percentage could 
find state havens if an attack 
would come now, before 41 public 
shelters are prepared for use. 
They will not be ready until 
spring. 
Of course, in an emergency, 
any shatter is better than none 
and even Levittowners, with no 
basements, would survive an at­ 


tack if a bomb landed far enough 
away. 


Even with a good shelter, a 
person’s chances of survival are 
nil if the explosion occurs within 
five miles of his location, accord­ 
ing to J Russell Fell, deputy di­ 
rector of county CD operations. 
One of the few bright spots in 
an otherwise gloomy picture is 
a warning system which seems 
as advanced as modern tech­ 
nology can make it. 
It Is an old system, having 


been developed about IO years 
ago, lait good nonetheless 
It starts with North American 
Air Defense headquarters in Colo­ 
rado, which gets its warning from 
worldwide stations 


Hopefully, this is an early sig­ 
nal, perhaps seconds after enemy 
planes or missiles take off. 
An officer at NORAD presses 
a button and the warning flashes 
lo all 50 states. 


The warning is relayed, via a

First Housing Code 


A housing code for Falls Town­ 
ship is being prepared by the 
township’s planning commission 
for presentation to the Board of 
Supervisors at its February meet­ 
ing. This was announced today 
Commission Chairman Rich­ 
ard Vogel. If the board approves 
the code, it will become law. 
The township has never had a 
housing code. The commission’s 
decision to prepare such a code, 
Vogel said, was not prompted by 
existing conditions or anticipated 
conditions but by “a desire to pre­ 
vent them from occurring." 
The code would give broad pow­ 
ers to the township to act in all 
cases where it felt sub-standard 
housing conditions might lead to 
blight or a down-grading of m 
neighborhood.

A graduate and registered civil 
engineer, he also will have much 
to do with the engineering, plan­ 
ning and studies of the various 
road construction jobs which the 
state will do during the next fuur 
years. 
Webb, who lives at 180 Red Rose 
Drive, is the second Levittown 
resident tapped for a big job un­ 
der the new governor, William 
W. Scranton. 
Hie other is Craig Truax, who 
became chairman of the Republi­ 
can State Committee on Monday 
Truax lives at 817 Quincy Drive

The two men are not acquaint­ 
ed. However, Webb, in his work 
with the Pennsylvania Economy 
League, bas been closely associat­ 
ed with Harral, a professor in 
the Fells Institute of State and 
Local Government at the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania until his ap­ 
pointment by Governor Scranton 
Webb has been secretary for 
the league in Bucks County only 
for the past two years although 
for eight years before that he 
was consultant and public works 
engineering s p e c i a l i s t for the 
league with much of his time 
spent in Bucks County. He and 
his family have lived in the Red 
Rose Gate section of Levittown 
since October, 1952. 
He and Mrs. Webb have three 
daughters. 
Both he and Truax are expected 
to move to Harrisburg for their 
new jobs. 
For the past two years Webb 
has held the double post of both 
consultant and Bucks County sec­ 
retary for the league, a quasi­ 
public organization supported by 
private funds which works on im­ 
proving and studying governmen­ 
tal bodies in the state. 
One of Webb’s projects in Low­ 
er Bucks, for instance, has been 
the Regional Cooperation Coun­ 
cil, which he helped found and 
which be has served as secretary 
since its inception.

Structural deficiencies would also 
be considered.
